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Preface 


The  following  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been 
compiled  along  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Of  the  twenty-two  infant  deaths  fourteen  died  before  attain¬ 
ing  the  age  of  four  weeks  and  thirteen  of  these  before  two  weeks, 
thus  eight  children  died  in  the  subsequent  eleven  months,  five  of 
these  from  acute  infections  and  three  from  congenital  abnor¬ 
malities.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  bacterial  infections  play 
only  a  small  part  in  infant  mortality;  the  main  causes  of  death  are 
prematurity,  birth  injury  and  congenital  abnormalities. 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases 
continued  and  as  forecast  last  year  triple  vaccine  was  brought  into 
use.  The  general  vaccination  scheme  now  includes  the  triple  in 
the  first  few  months  of  life,  protecting  against  Whooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria  and  Tetanus,  followed  by  vaccination  against  Smallpox 
and  Poliomyelitis  with  booster  doses  on  approaching  school  age. 

The  replacement  of  waste  water  closets  by  modern  water 
closets  progresses  slowly  and  there  are  still  many  of  these  un¬ 
hygienic  appliances  remaining  in  the  Borough. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  showed  some  acceleration 
during  the  year.  Since  1955  715  houses  have  been  represented 
and  of  these  335  were  dealt  with  during  1959.

Keighley  which  was  incorporated  as  a  Municipal  Borough  in 
the  year  1882  then  covered  an  area  of  1,741  acres.  An  extension 
of  the  Borough  in  1895  increased  the  area  to  3,902  acres  and  a 
further  extension  in  1938  increased  the  area  to  its  present  23,611 
acres;  one  of  the  largest  non  County  Boroughs  in  the  country. 

POPULATION 

The  population,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate 
for  mid-year  1959,  was  55,160.  The  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  of  the  Borough  has  fluctuated  during  recent  years  as

PRINCIPAL  INDUSTRIES

The  average  numbers  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed 
during  1959  in  Keighley,  Haworth  and  Silsden  were: — 

Wholly  Unemployed :  Men  &  Boys  342 

W omen  &  Girls  111 

Temporarily  Stopped :  Men  &  Boys  120 

Women  &  Girls  74 

These  figures  are  based  on  a  count  which  is  taken  on  a  certain 
Monday  each  month  and  do  not  include  short  time  workers  who 
registered  as  unemployed  during  the  same  week,  but  on  days 
other  than  that  of  the  statistical  Monday.  An  average  of  these 
“Non-Monday”  short-time  workers  registered  as  unemployed 
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during  the  year  shows  that  187  men  and  women  were  affected. 
These  Non-Monday  figures  are  not  included  in  the  monthly  statis¬ 
tics,  but  they  are  of  interest  in  considering  the  overall  picture. 

The  Wholly  Unemployed  Register  fell  steadily  throught  the 
year  from  a  total  of  646  (Men,  Women,  Boys  and  Girls)  in  January, 
to  264  in  December.  The  decrease  was  constant  in  respect  of 
Men  and  Women,  and  reflected  the  gradual  improvement  in  the 
employment  position  as  the  year  progressed.  As  regards  Boys 
and  Girls,  the  numbers  unemployed  were  negligible,  except  for 
August  and  September  when  School-Leavers  were  registered  prior 
to  commencing  employment.  The  gradual  increase  in  the  total 
register  has  continued  during  the  early  months  of  1960. 

The  Temporarily  Stopped  Register  stood  at  571  in  January 
and  for  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  a  considerable  number  of 
workers  were  affected  by  short-time.  The  register  decreased 
gradually,  however,  to  214  in  July  and  47  in  August,  since  when 
it  has  been  almost  non-existent,  apart  from  a  few  isolated  instances 
of  two  or  three  days’  duration.  Short-time  working  in  the 
engineering  industries  accounted  for  the  major  part  of  the  registers, 
but  full-time  working  was  resumed  in  September  and  has  continued 
since. 

The  heaviest  months  for  unemployment,  both  Wholly  Un¬ 
employed  and  Temporarily  Stopped  taken  together,  were  January 
and  February  when  3  -5%  and  3  *2%,  respectively,  of  the  insured 
population  were  affected;  after  which  there  was  a  gradual  fall 
until  December  when  the  rate  of  unemployment  was  0  -8%, 
considerably  lower  than  both  the  Regional  and  National  averages. 
Indeed,  1959  was  a  year  of  marked  contrasts,  of  high  unemploy¬ 
ment  and  few  vacancies  in  January  (labour  demands  were  then 
only  64  for  men  and  98  for  women)  as  compared  with  a  very 
different  position  in  December,  when  unemployment  was  low  and 
unfilled  vacancies  had  risen  to  171  for  men  and  365  for  women,  a 
positive  indication  of  the  greatly  improved  employment  situation.

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Principal  causes  ol  death. — As  in  previous  years  the  majority 
of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  The  common¬ 
est  causes  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  malignant 
diseases  and  respiratory  diseases. 

Tuberculosis.— There  were  eight  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
during  the  year  which  is  twice  the  number  which  occurred  in  the 
previous  two  years. 

It  is  difficult  to  account  for  this  sharp  increase.  One  case  of 
tuberculosis  nephritis  occurred  in  a  man  aged  36;  another  of 
tuberculous  meningitis  in  a  child  aged  3,  also  a  male  aged  68  died 
from  tuberculosis  enteritis.  This  increase  will  serve  to  remind  us 
that  tuberculosis  is  not  yet  conquered  and  that  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  ensure  its  complete  eradiction.

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 

During  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for 
Orders  under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts. 

Section  50  of  the  above  Act  places  on  the  Local  Authority  a 
duty  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who 
has  died  or  has  been  found  dead  in  the  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body 
have  been  or  are  being  made. 

The  Local  Authority  was  required  to  arrange  for  the  burial 
of  two  persons  during  the  year,  one  male  and  one  female. 

Mortuaries 

The  two  mortuaries  in  Utley  and  Haworth  continued  to 
function  until  about  the  middle  of  the  year.  At  that  time  because 
of  the  hot  summer  and  the  lack  of  refrigeration  facilities  at  the 
mortuaries  it  was  decided  as  a  matter  of  urgency  following  dis¬ 
cussions  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  that  the 
mortuaries  would  be  closed  and  that  during  this  period  bodies 
would  be  accommodated  at  the  mortuary  of  the  Keighley  Victoria 
Hospital  where  proper  refrigeration  facilities  were  available.  This 
worked  so  well  that  later  in  the  year  the  Health  Committee  decided 
to  approach  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  with  a  view 
to  entering  into  an  agreement  to  carry  on  this  arrangement  on  a 
permanent  basis.  After  discussion  with  the  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  it  was  agreed  to  continue  for  a  trial  period  of 
twelve  months  and  to  review  the  situation  at  the  end  of  that  time. 
For  the  remainder  of  the  year  this  arrangement  was  carried  out 
and  so  far  has  worked  exceedingly  well. 


Cleansing  Station 

In  order  to  prevent  the  importation  of  bed  bugs  into  Corpor¬ 
ation  houses  through  the  medium  of  household  effects  and  clothing 
from  insanitary  houses,  arrangements  are  made  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  provision  of  the  Disinfestation  Station  on  Corporation 
property  at  Marley,  where  there  are  bathing  facilities,  waiting 
rooms,  cubicles  and  sanitary  conveniences,  also  a  “Thresh” 
high  pressure  stream  disinfector  in  which  clothing  and  soft 
goods  (e.g.  bedding)  are  disinfected,  and 

(2)  The  subjection  of  household  effects  by  a  firm  of  Fumigators  to 
liquid  H.C.N.  gas  whilst  the  tenants  are  bathing  and  their 
bedding  and  clothing  are  being  dealt  with  in  the  steam  disin- 
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fector.  On  completion  of  fumigation  the  whole  of  the 
goods  are  removed  to  the  new  house. 

Two  families  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  this 
scheme  during  the  year. 

The  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their  clothing  and  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  scabies  (with  the  exception 
of  school  children)  is  also  undertaken  at  the  Cleansing  Station; 
treatment  in  both  cases  being  performed  free  of  charge. 


Laboratory  Service 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens  for  general  practi¬ 
tioners  are  carried  out  at  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Brad¬ 
ford  and  at  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Keighley  Victoria 
Hospital.  Drs.  Smith  and  Stewart,  who  are  in  charge  of  these 
laboratories,  have  kept  us  fully  informed  of  the  results  of  these 
investigations  and  we  are  extremely  grateful  to  them  for  their 
willing  and  helpful  co-operation. 

This  arrangement  is  undoubtedly  most  necessary  in  order  to 
enable  the  officers  of  the  health  department  to  investigate  in  the 
very  early  stages  the  outbreak  of  an  infectious  disease  or  food 
poisoning. 

Hospitals 

The  Hospitals  in  this  area  are  administered  by  the  Bingley, 
Keighley,  Skipton  and  Settle  Hospital  Management  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  in 
accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Diphtheria 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year,  i 
The  last  case  occurred  in  the  Borough  in  1949  which  is  a  very  gratify¬ 
ing  result  of  our  immunological  efforts. 


Dysentery 

No  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  compared  with  IB  in  then 
previous  year. 

Measles 

There  were  only  75  cases  of  Measles  as  against  828  in  the- 
previous  year. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified: 
during  the  year. 


Poliomyelitis 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year,  one  wasn 
non  paralytic  and  occurred  in  a  boy  aged  7  years  who  made  full 
recovery.  The  other  was  paralytic  and  occurred  in  a  girl  of  8d 
years.  There  was,  however,  only  a  very  slight  degree  of  paralysis >i 
and  she  also  made  a  full  recovery.  The  child  who  contracted  i- 
non  paralytic  poliomyelitis  had  received  two  injections  of  Polio  4 
vaccine  the  second  of  which  was  administered  some  seven  months  r 
before  the  attack. 


Food  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  Ij 
which  does  not  mean  that  there  was  no  Food  Poisoning  among  the 
population.  Undoubtedly  many  cases  occur  without  being { 
brought  to  our  notice,  although  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  there 
would  be  a  large  outbreak  without  our  knowledge.  One  of  the 
difficulties  is  that  unless  notifications  are  brought  to  our  notice  it 
is  impossible  to  investigate  the  prevalence  of  salmonellosis  in 
the  community.  Previous  experience  has  shown  that  routine 
swabbing  for  say  sonne  dysentery  brought  to  light  many  cases  of 
salmonellosis  which  would  not  otherwise  have  been  diagnosed. 
Salmonella  illnesses  draw  attention  to  the  potential  risk  of  more 
dangerous  pathogens  being  spread  by  contaminated  food,  for 
example,  Chinese  frozen  egg  and  paratyphoid  fever.

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  71  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  28  in  1958.  The  disease  continues  to  be  mild. 

Whooping  Cough 

Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred  during  the  year  and 
no  deaths.  This  reflects  a  great  drop  in  the  incidence  of  whooping 
cough  from  1956  when  238  cases  occurred  with  one  death,  this  is 
undoubtedly  attributable  to  vaccination. 

Bronchitis 

Bronchitis,  both  acute  and  chronic,  is  extremely  prevalent 
in  this  area  especially  during  the  winter  months.  During  the  year 
under  review  29  males  and  29  females  were  reported  as  having  died 
from  this  condition. 

Influenza 

There  was  no  recurrence  of  the  influenza  epidemic  of  1957, 
although  from  information  received  it  would  appear  that  a  fair 
number  of  cases  occurred. 

Three  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  condition  during  the 
year. 

Tuberculosis 

Thirty-one  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  of  which  twenty-seven  were  pulmonary  in  type.

NEW  CLAIMS  FOR  SICKNESS  BENEFIT 

The  total  number  of  new  claims  to  sickness  benefit  compiled 
in  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  shows  by 
its  fluctuation  some  indication  of  the  general  health  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  particularly  in  the  progress  of  seasonal  complaints  or  out¬ 
breaks  of  epidemic  influenza. 

These  figures  are  made  available  by  the  Regional  Controller 
of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  through  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  figures  in  respect  of 
May  to  September  inclusive  were  well  below  average,  whilst  the 
figures  during  the  winter  months,  although  considerably  higher, 
did  not  indicate  anything  of  significance.

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Sections  22  and  26 
National  Health  Service  Act  1946) 

Premises.  The  premises  used  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years  and  details 
of  the  various  clinics  provided  within  the  Borough  will  be  found 
in  the  Appendix.  The  premises  consist  of  Westgate  Child  Welfare 
Centre  and  five  rented  premises,  one  in  the  centre  and  the  others  in 
outlying  parts  of  the  Borough.  At  least  three  of  these  premises 
are  unsatisfactory  for  the  proper  conduction  of  clinics  but  efforts 
to  obtain  alternative  accommodation  in  these  areas  have  so  far 
proved  unsuccessful  However,  the  County  Council  are  giving 
serious  consideration  to  the  provision  of  Mobile  Clinics  for  these 
more  remote  areas  where  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  suitable  accom¬ 
modation. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  total  number  of  children 
brought  to  clinics  during  the  year  was  1,411  who,  between  them 
made  12,550  attendances  which  shows  a  marked  increase  on  the 
previous  year.  891  children  attended  a  clinic  for  the  first  time 
during  the  year,  and  were  at  that  time  under  one  year  of  age. 
Efforts  to  improve  the  attendances  of  children  between  the  ages  of 
2  and  5  years  have  so  far  met  with  little  success  and  our  clinics 
still  continue  to  be  primarily  infant  feeding  clinics  for  children 
during  the  first  year  of  life. 

Maternity  Services.  During  the  year  there  was  a  total  of 
893  births  assignable  to  the  Borough.  Of  these  876  were  live 
births  and  17  stillbirths.  Of  the  893  total  births  in  the  population 
747  were  Institutional  births;  297  of  these  occurred  in  Maternity 
and  Nursing  Homes  and  the  remaining  450  in  the  General 
Practitioner  Unit  of  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Keighley.  There  ^ere 
146  children  delivered  on  the  district. 

During  1959  there  were  67  premature  live  births  a  ad  9 
stillbirths  notified  made  up  as  follows: —

Of  the  live  births  5  died  within  24  hours  and  of  the  others  one 

died  before  the  end  of  28  days. 

Of  the  7  premature  babies  born  at  home  one  was  transferred  to 

hospital  and  the  remaining  six  nursed  at  home. 

The  12  year  follow  up  of  babies  born  in  1949  was  continued 
during  the  year.  A  total  of  45  children  have  been  followed  up 
and  of  these  36  who  were  between  5  and  5j  lbs.  at  birth  have 
survived  over  ten  years.  Seven  whose  birth  weight  was  between 
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4  and  4j  lbs.  liave  also  survived  over  ten  years,  and  two  children 
whose  birth  weight  was  between  4|  and  5  lbs.  also.  Of  the  grand 
total  of  children  being  followed  up  10  died  during  the  first  year  of 
life  and  since  then  no  fatality  has  occurred  in  any  premature  baby 
included  in  the  survey.  Details  of  the  survey  form  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix. 

Ante -Natal  Clinics.  The  staff  carrying  out  the  ante-natal 
work  consists  of  two  Assistant  Medical  Officers  and  four  Domicil¬ 
iary  Midwives,  2  Assistant  Health  Visitors  attend  to  help  with 
weighing  and  urine  testing.  These  clinics  are  held  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  described  above.  20  sessions  were  held  per 
month  at  which  a  Medical  Officer  attended  and  12  sessions  were 
held  for  midwives  only.  The  Midwives  only  clinics  at  the  present 
time  consist  of  relaxation  classes  which  in  general  have  been  well 
attended.  During  the  year  365  women  attended  of  whom  322 
were  new  cases.  The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by 
women  during  the  year  at  the  Clinic  sessions  was  1335  at  Doctors 
Sessions  and  900  at  the  Mid  wives  only  sessions.  Further  details 
will  be  found  in  tabular  form  in  the  appendix. 

Dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  is  carried 
out  by  the  school  dentists  on  the  recommendation  either  of  the 
clinic  medical  officer  or  the  patient’s  private  practitioner. 

Day  Nurseries.  There  is  one  Day  Nursery  in  the  Borough 
which  has  accommodation  for  50  children  to  the  0-5  age  group. 
A  priority  scheme  is  in  operation  for  the  admission  of  the  children 
to  this  nursery  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  nursery  has  not  been 
fully  used  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  children  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  only  9  in  the  0  -  2  age  group 
and  20  in  the  2-5  age  group  as  compared  with  7  and  1 9  respectively 
in  the  previous  year. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  The  number  of  vaccina¬ 
tions  and  re-vaccinations  against  Smallpox  during  the  year  was 
367  and  of  Whooping  Cough  403. 

The  number  of  immunisations  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year  was  415  and  140  received  booster  doses,  usually  prior  to 
commencing  school. 

During  the  year  the  practise  of  using  separate  antigens  for 
whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  was  discontinued  and  a  triple 
antigen  introduced  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  teta¬ 
nus. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  9,533  children  had  received  two  in¬ 
jections  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine;  6223  had  received  three  injec¬ 
tions.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  these  vaccination  and  immun¬ 
isation  procedures  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service.  (Section  23  National 
Health  Service  Act  1946).  The  four  Midwives  mentioned  earlier 
are  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  domiciliary  midwifery  services 
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in  the  area.  During  the  year  the  midwives  booked  184  cases.  21 
cases  were  transferred  to  hospital  during  the  ante-natal  period 
and  14  during  the  labour  and  post-natal  period.  Of  the  141 
confinements  which  took  place  at  home  the  General  Practitioner 
was  booked  in  127  and  was  present  at  the  delivery  of  2.  Gas  and 
Air  and  Pethidine  alone  or  combined  was  given  in  109  of  the  141 
cases. 

It  is  the  practice  for  patients  to  be  discharged  from  hospital 
before  the  14th  day  to  the  care  of  the  domiciliary  midwife  owing 
to  pressure  on  maternity  beds,  420  such  cases  required  to  be 
followed  up  and  visited  in  their  own  homes. 

Health  Visiting.  (Section  24,  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946).  At  the  31st  December,  1959  the  staff  consisted  of 
eight  full  time  health  visitors,  one  assistant  health  visitor  and  one 
student.  All  the  health  visitors  except  one  carry  out  duties  in 
connection  with  both  child  welfare  and  school  health  work  from 
the  Divisional  Health  Office.  There  is  one  health  visitor  employed 
solely  on  Tuberculosis  Visiting  and  attendance  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 
The  health  visitor  is  now  accepted  as  a  general  purpose  family 
visitor  and  concerns  herself  not  only  with  infants  and  young 
mothers  but  also  with  people  in  the  older  age  groups.  This 
frequent  visiting  of  old  people  associated  with  the  arrangements 
for  home  helps  is  undoubtedly  an  important  part  of  their  present 
duties.  Health  education  activity  has  continued  although  as 
mentioned  it  is  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  satisfactory  facilities 
in  the  clinics. 

The  health  visitors  concerned  with  their  respective  problem 
families  continued  their  supervisory  work  and  attended  the  Co¬ 
ordinating  Committee  when  these  cases  were  being  considered. 
Details  of  the  number  of  visits  made  by  Health  Visitors  during  the 
year  is  set  out  in  the  appendix. 

Home  Nursing  Service  (Section  25  National  Health 
Service  Act  1946). 

There  are  six  home  nurses  employed  in  the  Division  to  attend 
persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes.  The  cases  are 
referred  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office  by  the  general  practitioner 
in  charge  of  the  case  and  the  home  nurse  works  under  his  medical 
supervision.  Excellent  co-operation  has  been  established  between 
general  practitioners  and  the  home  nurses  and  the  service  is 
appreciated  by  the  patients.  Of  the  505  medical  cases  attended 
by  the  home  nurses  during  the  year  427  were  aged  65  or  over  at  the 
time  of  the  first  visit.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  a  great 
proportion  of  the  nurses’  time  is  spent  in  caring  for  the  sick  aged 
in  their  own  homes.  The  nurses  carried  out  a  total  of  16,974 
visits  during  the  year  and  in  the  case  of  5,147  of  these  visits  an 
injection  was  administered. 


Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care.  (Section  28 
National  Health  Service  Act  1946). 

Loan  Equipment.  Numerous  items  of  loan  equipment  are 
stored  in  the  Divisional  Health  Office  and  are  available  on  request 
from  the  medical  practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case.  No  charge  is 
made  for  the  loan  of  this  equipment  but  the  applicants  are  required 
to  sign  an  undertaking  to  return  the  articles  in  good  condition  and 
to  pay  for  any  article  which  is  lost  or  damaged  while  in  their  care. 
Referring  to  the  number  of  old  people  who  are  cared  for  by  the 
home  nurses  it  will  be  readily  realized  that  this  service  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  public. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  Arrangements  for  the 
admission  of  certain  patients  to  convalescent  homes  at  reduced 
cost  or  free  of  charge  has  continued  during  the  year.  These 
arrangements  are  made  on  receipt  of  a  medical  certificate  from 
the  patient’s  own  doctor  and  each  case  is  assessed  in  accordance 
with  a  scale  of  charges  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis,  Extra  Nourishment.  Extra  nourishment  in 
the  form  of  liquid  milk  is  provided  free  of  charge  to  tuberculous 
patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician.  During 
the  year  365  orders  were  issued  each  covering  a  maximum  period 
of  two  months. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  contacts  and  school  leavers  continued 
during  the  year.  The  contacts  were  vaccinated  by  the  chest 
physician  and  the  school  leavers  were  vaccinated  either  in  the 
schools  or  school  clinic  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  71 
contacts  were  vaccinated  and  66  conversions  to  mantoux  positive 
obtained.  The  remaining  five  proved  unsuccessful.  A  table 
showing  numbers  and  age  groups  of  those  vaccinated  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix. 

959  children  were  offered  tuberculin  testing  and  vaccination 
if  necessary  during  the  year.  However  only  245  (25  -5%)  accept¬ 
ed.  Of  the  245  children  tested  194  were  found  to  be  negative 
and  were  vaccinated.  The  12  month  follow  up  of  children  vaccin¬ 
ated  in  the  previous  year  was  carried  out  and  of  the  203  vaccinated 
in  1958  177  were  re-examined.  Of  these  139  were  found  to  be 
positive,  36  mantoux  negative  and  2  not  ascertained.  The 
mantoux  negative  children  were  revaccinated. 

Tuberculosis.  Dr.  W.  D.  Hamilton,  Chest  Physician. 

During  the  year  1959  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
increased  to  31  as  compared  with  22  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  has  also  risen  to  308  as 
against  213  in  the  previous  year.  The  examination  of  contacts  is 
obviously  a  very  important  aspect  of  the  work  and  it  is  now  the 
practice  to  extend  enquiries  beyond  the  home  to  the  patient’s  place 
of  work. 
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It  was  observed  that  during  the  year  there  were  a  number  of 
severe  cases  of  tuberculosis  discovered  in  patients  not  obviously 
complaining. 

Unfortunately  there  are  still  several  cases  in  the  area  with 
positive  sputa  and  resistant  organisms  which  have  not  responded 
to  various  treatments.  As  far  as  we  know  none  of  these  cases  is 
in  employment. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Keighley  during  the  year 
and  examined  a  total  number  of  2,078.  Of  these  4  cases  of  active 
tuberculosis  were  discovered  and  referred  for  treatment.  Five 
other  cases  failed  to  re-attend  for  further  investigation. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  clinic  register  in  1959  was  240 
pulmonary  and  44  non-pulmonary  as  compared  with  246  pul¬ 
monary  and  48  non-pulmonary  in  1958. 

Domestic  Help  Service  (Section  29  National  Health 
Service  Act  1946). 

The  domestic  help  service  continued  to  render  assistance  to 
people  in  their  own  homes  who  were  either  sick  or  so  sick  and  frail 
as  to  be  unable  to  carry  out  the  necessary  cleaning  and  cooking. 
The  staff  employed  consisted  of  the  equivalent  of  15  full  time 
home  helps  who  in  all  attended  a  total  of  397  cases.  The  demand 
for  this  work  continues  to  increase.  The  34,835  hours  employed 
showed  an  increase  of  3,657  over  last  year’s  figure  of  31,178.  This 
work  is  also  important  in  that  it  tends  to  diminish  the  strain  on 
the  chronic  sick  hospitals  both  by  avoiding  admissions  and  by 
making  possible  earlier  discharges  than  would  normally  be  the 
case  if  no  assistance  was  available.  Further  details  of  the  work 
done  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Nursery  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act. 

The  Day  Nursery,  Granby  Lane,  Riddlesden  which  provides 
accommodation  for  45  children  in  the  2-3  age  group  is  registered  by 
the  County  Council  under  the  above  Act. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  own  homes. 

The  membership  of  the  Committee  continued  as  described 
in  last  year’s  report  and  the  average  attendance  was  maintained 
at  almost  13  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  eight  meetings  was  held  at  which  20  cases  were 
discussed  involving  99  children. 

The  practice  of  nominating  a  panel  to  consider  difficult  cases 
and  report  back  to  the  full  Committee  was  continued  and  although 
in  many  instances  it  was  possible  to  allocate  supervision  to  one 
person  there  were  often  difficulties  where  several  persons  had 
statutory  obligations  to  the  family.  Nevertheless  it  was  felt  that 
more  and  more  consideration  was  being  given  to  chronic  cases 
with  housing  difficulties,  bad  school  attendance,  delinquency  and 


other  problems.  It  is  common  practiee  nowadays  to  emphasise 
the  bad  effects  of  family  breakup  on  the  children.  Nevertheless 
it  would  be  facile  to  imagine  that  it  is  sufficient  simply  to  keep 
the  family  together.  In  our  experience  in  many  of  the  families 
which  have  been  held  together,  the  children,  when  reaching  early 
adolescence,  tend  to  find  themselves  in  trouble  in  the  Courts  for 
one  reason  or  another.  Obviously  it  is  not  enough  to  simply 
maintain  the  family  unit  but  every  encouragement  must  be  made 
to  knit  the  members  of  the  family  closely  into  the  milieu  in  which 
they  live  by  the  use  of  church  organisations,  youth  groups,  etc. 

Of  the  20  new  families  discussed  during  the  year  six  resided  in 
corporation  houses  and  14  lived  in  houses  owned  by  private  land¬ 
lords.  13  were  known  to  the  Children’s  Department  who  had  had 
some  of  the  children  in  care  at  one  time  or  another. 

At  the  meetings  progress  reports  and  up-to-date  reports  were 
received  and  these  ensured  that  a  reasonable  supervision  was  being 
maintained  even  of  families  where  to  some  extent  the  case  worker 
had  relaxed  attention. 

During  the  year  information  was  received  from  the  Borough 
Treasurer  about  two  notices  to  quit.  As  a  result  one  family  lost 
the  tenancy  of  their  house  and  in  the  other  case  the  notice  was 
withdrawn  on  payment  of  the  arrears. 

The  health  visitors  have  pursued  their  work  in  this  field  with 
enthusiasm  giving  in  many  instances  much  attention  to  the  social 
and  mental  health  aspects  of  the  families’  problems. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  in  many  families  the  difficulties 
are  often  due  to  the  mental  ill  health  of  either  or  both  of  the 
parents.  In  the  case  of  Family  A,  the  mother  suffered  from 
schizophrenia  and  was  also  rather  dull.  She  had  been  in  Mental 
Hospitals  on  previous  occasions  and  nearly  two  years  ago  her 
children  were  removed  into  the  care  of  the  Local  Authority  by  a 
Court  Order  for  neglect.  On  her  discharge  from  hospital  the 
mother  was  extremely  anxious  to  have  the  children  back.  She 
and  her  husband  were  rehoused  from  their  unfit  house  to  a  Corpor¬ 
ation  house,  the  husband  was  encouraged  to  work  regularly  and  the 
general  furnishing  of  the  home  improved.  In  the  first  instance 
one  child  was  allowed  by  the  Court  to  return  home  and  then  quite 
recently  the  remaining  children  were  returned  to  the  mother’s 
care.  Owing  to  the  excitement  over  this  period  her  condition 
deteriorated  and  gave  cause  for  concern.  However,  as  a  result 
of  great  attention  on  the  part  of  the  health  visitor  concerned  and 
the  child  care  officer  we  were  able  to  ensure  that  she  took  sufficient 
of  the  drugs  prescribed  by  her  family  doctor  and  once  the  strain 
and  worry  of  not  knowing  whether  the  children  were  coming  home 
was  removed  she  settled  down. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  condition  of  the  house  is  good  and 
the  whole  family  unit  are  happy  and  contented.  It  would  be 
sanguine  to  imagine  that  this  might  continue  indefinitely  without 
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close  supervision  and  even  with  supervision  it  is  always  possible 
that  the  mother’s  health  might  again  breakdown  necessitating  the 
removal  of  the  children.  Nevertheless  it  is  felt  the  effort  was  well 
worthwhile  and  we  continue  to  be  optimistic  of  the  outcome. 

Mental  Welfare  Service  (Section  51,  National  Health 

Service  Act,  1946). 

The  following  details  the  work  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  Care  and  After  Care  Service  in  the  Division :

While  this  shows  an  increase  of  six  in  the  number  of  mental 
and  after  care  cases  dealt  with  it  is  still  on  the  low  side.  Certain 
other  cases  were  supervised  by  health  visitors  where  they  had  either 
some  other  reason  to  visit  the  house  or  the  street  and  where  there 
was  not  time  consuming  case  work  technique  required. 

The  Social  Worker  assists  in  the  rehabilitation  of  patients 
on  their  return  to  live  in  the  community.  This  has  involved  find¬ 
ing  work  for  them,  explaining  to  the  relatives  how  they  must  deal 
with  the  patient  and  giving  them  general  support  in  their  changed 
surroundings. 

The  following  details  demonstrate  how  good  case  work  can 
help  a  patient  on  leaving  hospital  and  also  how  much  time  and 
trouble  is  sometimes  necessary  to  produce  a  satisfactory  result. 

An  old  lady,  Mrs.  A.,  was  admitted  to  a  Mental  Hospital  in 
1953  suffering  from  paranoia  and  subnormal  intelligence.  In  1957 
she  was  regraded  to  voluntary  status  and  remained  in  hospital. 
In  1959  her  son,  who  was  living  in  the  Division,  was  charged  at 
Court  and  received  a  Prison  sentence.  While  he  was  awaiting 
sentence  his  mother  decided  she  would  leave  hospital  in  order  to 
help  him.  She  left  hospital  in  October  and  obtained  lodgings  with 
her  former  neighbours.  She  was  visited  soon  after  discharge  from 
hospital  and  appeared  reasonably  happy,  although  the  house  was 
overcrowded.  As  the  weeks  passed,  however,  she  became  rather 
suspicious  of  her  neighbours  and  believed  that  they  had  only 
accommodated  her  for  financial  gain.  She  asked  that  other  lodgings 
be  found  for  her  or  that  an  old  person’s  bungalow  be  allocated.  As 
it  was  thought  she  would  have  difficulty  managing  alone  attempts 
were  made  to  obtain  lodgings.  This  proved  very  difficult  and  the 
waiting  list  for  Part  III  Accommodation  was  said  to  be  very 
lengthy.  After  many  enquiries  in  the  Town  arrangements  were 
made  for  her  to  lodge  in  a  two  bedroomed  Council  flat  with  another 
woman.  Since  then  she  has  been  visited  regularly  and  appears 
very  happily  settled. 

The  Consultant  Psychiatrist  was  informed  that  the  Social 
Worker  was  available  to  give  relevant  social  background  reports 
but  as  yet  only  in  one  case  such  a  report  has  been  asked  for. 


Branshaw  View  Occupation  Centre.  The  stall  at  the 
3 1st  December,  1959  consisted  of  a  Supervisor,  Assistant  Super¬ 
visor  (qualified),  2  Assistant  Supervisors  (unqualified),  1  Nursery 
Assistant  (employed  part-time)  and  a  Male  Instructor. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  register  as  at  the  1st  January, 
1959  was  41  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  this  figure  had  increased 
to  45,  which  was  accounted  for  by  6  patients  being  admitted  during 
the  year  and  2  discharged,  one  by  death. 

Uie  Senior  Boys’  Class  included  in  the  above  numbers  has 
increased  from  9  to  11  due  to  the  transfer  of  two  boys  on  attaining 
the  age  of  15. 

The  Centre  was  open  on  200  days  during  the  year  and  the  total 
number  of  attendances  amounted  to  6,999,  providing  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  35.  The  following  table  shows  the  age  dis¬ 
tribution  of  patients  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year: —

The  children  are  conveyed  to  and  from  the  Centre  by  private 
coach  or  taxi  but  those  who  reside  near  the  Centre  make  their  own 
way  there.  Three  Mental  Health  Escorts  are  employed  on  a 
part  time  basis. 

A  mid-day  meal  is  provided  at  the  Centre  through  the  School 
Meals  Service  by  arrangement  with  the  Chief  Education  Officer. 
Five  children  now  receive  free  meals. 

The  Junior  Section  continued  their  activities  in  speech 
training,  singing,  percussion  band,  observation  and  concentration 
lessons,  handicrafts,  physical  training,  hygiene  and  table  manners. 

In  regard  to  speech  training,  the  staff  were  helped  and  guided 
by  the  Speech  Therapist  attached  to  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  Senior  Boys’  class  in  the  Industrial  Section  continued 
to  work  at  rug  making,  simple  carpentry,  basketry,  stool  seating 
and  gardening.  Since  the  levelling  up  operation  in  the  garden  many 
useful  and  pleasant  hours  have  been  spent  by  them  cultivating 
garden  produce. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  reasonably  good,  except 
for  Influenza  during  March  and  December  which  affected  the 
attendance  severely. 

Two  open  days  and  one  sale  of  work  were  well  attended  and 
the  parents  and  friends  showed  great  appreciation  for  the  work 
done  in  caring  for  the  children. 

The  summer  outing  in  July  was  once  again  to  Heysham  Head 
and  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  the  children,  as  was  the  Christmas 
Party  which  many  parents  attended.  Photographs  taken  during 
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the  summer  outing  and  in  the  garden  were  shown  on  the  Aid  is 
Projector  at  the  Party. 

A  group  of  parents  presented  a  tape  recorder  which  is  proving 
extremely  interesting  and  encouraging  the  children  to  talk  and 
sing.  In  addition  a  garden  seat  was  presented  by  the  Crosshills 
Branch  of  the  Round  Table.

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  confirmation  was  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  three  compul¬ 
sory  purchase  orders  previously  represented.  They  were  the 
Central  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  comprising  three  clearance 
areas  and  the  Calversyke  and  Barn  Street— Broom  Street  Com¬ 
pulsory  Purchase  Orders,  in  all  a  total  of  108  houses. 

During  the  year  nine  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were 
approved  by  the  Council  comprising  12  clearance  areas  and  one 
Clearance  Area  of  26  houses  was  dealt  with  by  Clearance  Order 
Procedure.  The  total  number  of  houses  in  these  areas  was  335. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  confirmation  had  not  been  received  for  any 
of  these  orders. 

Eighty-eight  individual  houses  were  dealt  with  by  Demolition 
or  Closing  Orders,  dependent  on  the  circumstances. 

Table  on  page  lojtsliows  details  of  the  Clearance  Areas  dealt 
with  since  1955. 

Corporation  Re-Housing 

In  April  1958  the  points  scheme  for  the  allocation  of  single 
bedroom  accommodation  to  aged  persons  was  introduced.  In  this 
scheme  a  total  of  45  points  could  be  allocated  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  medical  grounds.  As  a  result  115  medical 
certificates  supporting  individual  cases  were  examined  during  the 
year  and  an  appropriate  assessment  made.  The  number  of 
applicants  re-housed  in  the  year  was  8.  Medical  certificates 
were  also  sent  to  this  department  by  General  Practitioners  in 
support  of  housing  applicants.  During  the  year  85  of  these  cases 
were  considered  and  10  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  top  medical  priority.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  all 
these  families  were  speedily  re-housed  in  more  suitable  accom¬ 
modation.  In  connection  with  this  65  housing  inspections  were 
carried  out. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants 

Since  the  delegation  of  financial  grant  powers  to  the  local 
authorities  there  is  evidence  of  increasing  use  of  the  benefits  of 
the  Housing  Acts  1941  and  1954  for  this  purpose. 

This  type  of  work  affords  great  satisfaction  to  the  beneficiaries 
and  to  all  who  witness  the  uplifting  effect  of  the  provision  of  such 
essential  necessities  as  a  bathroom  with  hot  and  cold  water 


circulation,  an  indoor  toilet,  wash-basin,  new  and  improved 
fireplaces,  food  larders,  removal  of  causes  of  dampness  and  un¬ 
sightliness.  These  improvements  have  obviously  been  the  ambi¬ 
tion  of  the  tenants  for  years  and  now  have  been  made  immediately 
possible  by  the  financial  assistance  authorised  by  the  Housing 
Act,  1954.  The  applications  for  improvement  grants  was  further 
stimulated  in  1959.  172  schemes  were  passed  and  109  completed. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

During  the  year  there  were  52  applications  for  certificates 
of  disrepair,  all  of  which  were  supported  by  the  Local  Authority. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  undertakings  were  received  from  the 
landlords  and  only  2  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  actually  issued. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough, 
solely  used  by  men,  both  of  which  were  inspected  on  22  separate 
occasions. 

Site  for  Moveable  Dwellings 

Thirteen  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  were  licensed  subject 
to  the  sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up  to  the  standard 
specified  in  the  licences.

Hygiene  in  Factories 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  in  all  factories  under  the  provision  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1937. 

There  has  been  a  very  marked  improvement  generally  in  the 
welfare  provisions  at  factories  and  workshops  in  the  past  10  years. 


It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  welfare  provisions  at  an 
industrial  undertaking  are  an  attraction  to  workers. 

Information  in  respect  of  the  Inspection  of  Factories,  together 
with  details  found  are  shown  in  the  appendix. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

Three  tanners  and  leather  dressers  are  of  such  long  standing 
as  to  be  outside  the  powers  of  period  licensing.  One  other  similar 
trade  was  given  a  30  years’  period  license  subsequent  to  extension 
of  premises  involving  heavy  capital  expenditure. 

A  long  established  fat  refiner,  bone  boilers,  etc.,  business  was 
also  made  the  subject  of  long  period  licensing  (20  years),  following 
extension  of  his  premises. 

The  tripe  boilers,  maggot  breeders  and  rag  and  bone  dealers 
are  on  annual  licence. 

There  are  bye-laws  controlling  the  hygienic  conduct  of  all  the 
above  offensive  trades. 

There  are  10  in  the  Borough,  comprising  4  Tanners  and 
Leather  Dressers,  2  Tripe  Boilers,  1  Bone  Boiler  and  Fat  Refiner, 
1  Maggot  Breeder  and  2  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  following  tables  give  the  administrative  and  operative 
action  taken  during  the  year. 

The  post  of  Rodent  Operative  is  combined  with  that  of  Driver 
Disinfector. 

67  investigations  were  carried  out. 

The  following  shows  the  work  done  by  the  rodent  operative : 
(a)  Business  and  Private  Premises

(b)  Corporation  Sewers 

Sewers  throughout  the  whole  Borough  were  again  treated  for 
the  elimination  of  rats  on  two  separate  occasions.  Instead  of  the 
normal  pre-baiting  for  two  days  and  poisoning  on  the  third  day 
writh  arsenic  or  zinc  phosphide  the  treatments  this  year  have  been 
carried  out  with  Warfarin  bait  plus  a  preservative. 

A  10%  Test  Bait  was  commenced  on  22nd  June,  1959,  and 
completed  on  30th  June,  1959  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the 
extent  and  locality  of  any  infestation. 

The  Test  Bait  revealed  that  some  localities  were  quite  clear, 
whilst  others  required  further  maintenance  treatment. 

A  summary  of  the  work  done  is  as  follows : — 

(1)  Number  of  Manholes  baited  with  Warfarin  .  .  786 

(2)  Number  of  Manholes  showing  takes  .  .  128 
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Premises  such  as  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  abattoirs,  trunk  and 
subsidiary  sewers  and  other  premises  have  been  frequently  treated 
during  the  year. 

The  local  authority  have  powers  of  enforcement  of  rodent 
destruction  in  industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

Many  firms  of  specialists  in  this  work  are  in  existence  whose 
services  are  readily  engaged  by  industrialists  and  others. 

In  respect  of  other  vermin  42  inspections  were  made  of  31 
verminous  premises. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

During  the  year  the  Council  submitted  a  Smoke  Control 
Order  which  was  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  The  area  consists  of  approximately 
2,600  domestic,  180  commercial  and  10  industrial  premises.  Later 
in  the  year  a  phased  programme  of  future  smoke  control  areas  was 
prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  Circular  5/59.  This  proposes  to  make  the  whole  of 
the  Borough  smokeless  in  ten  years,  commencing  in  the  Highfield 
area  and  working  in  an  anti-clockwise  direction.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

Since  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  operation 
there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  improvement  in  the  Hygienic 
Standards  of  food  handling  in  shops  and  factory  canteens.  Never¬ 
theless  the  general  standard  is  not  yet  as  high  as  it  might  be.  The 
time  spent  by  the  staff  on  inspection  of  Food  Premises  and  on  the 
Health  Education  of  Food  Handlers  has  necessarily  been  limited 
during  the  past  few  years  by  shortage  of  staff. 

Bakehouses 

There  are  53  Bakehouses  in  the  district,  of  which  6  are  base¬ 
ment  bakehouses  licenced  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

Food  and  Drugs 

Details  of  the  classes  of  food  which  were  submitted  by  the 
Inspectors  to  the  Public  Analyst,  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Milk  Supply 

In  the  Borough  dealers’  licences  have  been  issued  as  follows : —

In  addition  1  supplementary  licence  to  deal  in  sterilised  and 
1  licence  to  pasteurise  T.T.  milk  have  been  issued. 

The  daily  consumption  of  bottled  milk  was  approximately 
8,000  gallons  and  was  of  good  quality  and  of  a  high  standard  of 
bacteriological  cleanliness. 

Towards  the  end  of  November  1957,  Keighley  became  a 
Specified  Area  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1957. 

1958  was  the  first  complete  year  of  its  operation  and  it  is 
extremely  gratifying  to  know  that  in  future  only  properly  desig¬ 
nated  milk  will  be  sold  in  the  Borough. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughterhouse  Standards 

The  tables  indicating  the  number  and  type  of  animals  slaught¬ 
ered  at  the  various  slaughter-houses  and  the  amount  of  meat 
withheld  from  the  market  for  diseased  condition  specified  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix.  - 

The  disposal  of  condemned  meat  is  very  important  and  it  is 
the  practice  for  all  of  it  to  be  mutilated  and  dyed  with  a  naphaline 
green  dye  before  its  removal  for  processing  into  inedible  products 
by  a  local  trader  occupying  licensed  offensive  trade  premises. 
Details  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  by 
the  Inspectors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Based  on  a  Ministry  formula  the  excess  of  meat  inspected 
over  the  local  consumption  need  is  referred  to  as  Export  Meat. 
A  grant  is  paid  by  the  Ministry  for  this  inspection  duty  in  respect 
of  the  surplus.  The  Committee  was  credited  with  a  sum  of  £287 
for  this  service  in  1959. 

There  is  a  well  established  liaison  between  the  department 
and  all  the  wholesale  food  warehouse  occupiers  for  the  inspection 
of  a  wide  range  of  foods  prior  to  delivery  to  the  retail  shops.  In¬ 
formal  supplies  for  analysis  by  the  public  analyst  are  frequently 
taken  to  protect  the  wholesaler,  the  retailer  and  the  public  against 
unsound  or  falsely  represented  food  relative  to  its  nature,  substance 
and  quality. 


Shop  Acts  1912-1950 

These  Acts  deal  with  closing  hours  of  retail  shops,  half-day 
closing  orders,  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons  and  meal 
hours  of  shop  assistants  and  Sunday  trading  restrictions. 

Supervision  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  statutory 
duties  laid  on  Local  Authorities  by  the  Act  of  1950. 

These  provisions  aim  at  the  control  of  temperature,  ventila¬ 
tion  and  lighting  in  shops,  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitation,  and 
washing  and  meal  taking  facilities. 

Notwithstanding  the  vague  phrasing  of  most  of  this  legislation 
every  substantial  food  shop,  store  and  warehouse  in  the  town  now 
has  reasonable  facilities  for  promoting  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
personnel. 

There  are  817  shops  or  premises  carrying  on  retail  business 
under  the  purview  of  these  acts. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS 


The  summary  of  action  taken  by  all  officers  including  the 
Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  is  as  follows: —

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Collection  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse 

All  facts  and  figures  in  this  section  of  the  Report  refer  to  the 
period  1st  April,  1959,  to  31st  March,  1960,  and  not  to  the  calendar 
year  1959. 

The  average  period  between  collections  of  domestic  refuse 
over  the  whole  year  was  8  -68  days  as  against  9-52  days  in  the 
previous  year,  and  10  days  in  the  year  before  that.  These  figures 
refer  to  Keighley  Old  Borough,  Haworth,  Morton  and  Riddlesden, 
and  this  service  has  shown  a  marked  improvement  compared  with 
the  previous  post-war  years.  A  seven-day  collection  is  always 
the  target,  and  this  was  in  fact  achieved  for  considerable  periods 
of  the  year,  but  the  collection  frequency  of  8  *68  days  was  brought 
about  by: — 

(a)  the  Parish  Feast  Fortnight  when  most  of  the  work¬ 
men  take  their  holidays,  and  only  essential  services 
are  maintained  in  that  period. 

(b)  the  loss  of  two  days’  work  in  Easter  Week,  Whit 
Week  and  Christmas  Week. 

(c)  periods  of  severe  weather,  such  as  snow  and  ice. 

(d)  periods  of  heavy  sickness  amongst  the  workmen. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  times  each  of  the 
districts  have  been  collected,  compared  with  the  number  of 
collections  in  the  previous  year.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  villages  of  Oakwortli  and  Oxenhope 
are  still  receiving  a  fortnightly  collection  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  the  not-too-distant  future  they  can  be  given  the  same  treatment 
as  the  rest  of  the  Borough. 

Some  adjustments  were  made  in  the  summer  of  1959  to 
Districts  1,  2,  3  and  4.  This  was  made  necessary  by  development 
in  two  of  the  districts,  and  slum  clearance  in  the  other  two.  These 
alterations  made  the  work  more  evenly  distributed  for  the  collect- 
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ors,  and  gave  a  more  balaneed  serviee  to  the  public.  It  is  found 
that  the  number  of  dustbins  on  each  district  is  not  always  the 
criterion,  as  in  the  more  recently  developed  areas,  the  dwellings 
are  built  to  a  smaller  number  to  the  acre,  and  the  “carries”  for  the 
men  are  longer.  Supervision,  and  close  attention  to  detail  have 
both  assisted  in  the  improvement  in  the  frequency  of  collection, 
and  the  drivers  and  collectors  have  been  co-operative  in  our  aims 
to  give  a  better  service.  There  is  a  nucleus  of  very  good  men  who 
have  worked  for  the  Department  for  many  years,  and  our  thanks 
are  due  to  them  for  “leading”  the  casual  labour  which  comes  and 
goes  so  regularly  in  an  industrial  town  like  this. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  an  adequate  labour  force 
has  been  maintained,  but  there  was  a  turnover  of  70%.  In  point 
of  fact,  48  men  came  and  went  during  the  year,  in  an  average 
total  of  68.  With  local  industries  booming,  the  competition  for 
labour  was  more  keen  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Every  care  is  taken  in  the  recuitment  of  labour,  and  all 
applicants  for  employment  are  given  a  personal  interview  by  the 
Director  of  Cleansing.  In  turn  the  retention  of  labour  is  often  a 
most  difficult  problem,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  make  this 
unattractive  work  as  pleasant  as  it  is  possible  to  be. 

The  provision,  or  replacement  of  dustbins  is  often  a  thorny 
problem  (as  between  owner  and  occupier),  and  during  the  year, 
notices  were  sent  out  in  81  cases,  29  of  which  were  complied  with. 

The  service  was  extended  to  provide  for  an  additional  296 
houses  built  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

Another  branch  of  the  collection  service  which  comes  under 
the  heading  of  “Abatement  of  Nuisances”  was  undertaken  at 
times,  notably  at  Donkey  Hill  where  something  like  fourteen  tons 
of  refuse  was  removed  from  some  houses  on  which  Closing  Orders 
had  been  placed. 

Most  of  the  refuse  from  the  central  areas  and  from  Ridcllesden 
and  Morton  is  now  weighed  and  apart  from  helping  to  give  an 
accurate  “cost  per  ton”  for  comparison  with  other  Boroughs,  it 
gives  a  more  correct  check  on  the  volume  of  work  confronting  the 
staff*.  The  total  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  shows  a  decrease  of 
1,284  tons  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Some  reasons  for 
this  decrease  are 

(a)  With  more  refuse  weighed,  and  less  guesswork,  the 
figures  are  more  accurate. 

(b)  The  long,  hot,  dry  summer  of  1959  which  followed 
the  wet  cold  summer  of  1958. 

(e)  Conversions  from  the  use  of  coal  to  electricity,  gas 
and  oil. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  although  there  has  been  this  fall 
in  weight,  there  certainly  has  not  been  any  decrease  in  the  volume 
of  the  refuse.  Details  of  the  weights  are  as  follows: —

Trade  Refuse  is  collected  at  various  frequencies  according 
to  the  desires  of  the  Trader,  and  charges  are  made  for  this  service, 
as  approved  by  Town  Council. 


Pail  Closets 

Night  soil  and  domestic  refuse  are  collected  weekly  in  the 
outlying  areas  with  Seddon  vehicles  which  have  a  tank  for  the 
night  soil  and  a  separate  compartment  for  the  refuse,  and  this 
system  cuts  out  the  necessity  for  two  separate  journeys.  Rad 
weather  on  the  moorland  roads  in  the  winter  makes  this  work  very 
difficult  at  times  but  apart  from  this,  a  regular  weekly  service  is 
given.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  and  during  the  year 
four  tips  were  used,  namely:  Marley,  Griffe  Fields,  Penistone 
Quarry  and  Denby  Hill.  With  these  four  Tips  available,  and  with 
the  Refuse  Collection  service  now  being  given,  the  indiscriminate 
tipping  of  refuse  on  the  moors  and  on  vacant  building  lots  is  quite 
unnecessary.  Much  time  was  spent  in  clearing  refuse  from  these 
sites,  particularly  Brow  Moor,  Heights  Lane,  Oxenhope,  and 
Eastwood  Square. 


Marley 

This  Tip  receives  approximately  75%  of  the  Borough’s 
Refuse  and  a  Bulldozer  is  used  to  level  and  consolidate  it.  There 
is  also  a  Mechanical  Shovel  and  Dumper/Trailer  which  is  used  to 
assist  with  the  covering-down  of  the  refuse.  This  has  proved 
very  useful  in  dry  weather  but  on  this  low-lying  site  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  use  it  during  very  wet  spells.  During  the  hot,  dry 
summer  of  1959  we  had  the  usual  crop  of  Tip-fires  but  with  the 
ready  assistance  of  the  local  Fire  Service,  these  were  soon  under 
control. 

During  the  summer  approximately  9|  acres  of  this  Tip  were 
levelled,  graded,  soiled  to  an  average  of  one  foot,  and  seeded,  and 
this  area  is  now  green  grass.  A  very  attractive  scene  has  replaced 
what  was  for  so  long  an  eyesore.  The  intention  is  to  continue 
annually  with  the  grassing  down  of  this  tip,  as  each  section  is 
completed,  and  the  elimination  of  pests  is  a  far  simpler  problem 
if  the  area  of  unsoiled  refuse  is  kept  to  a  minimum. 

During  the  year  the  Education  Authority  discontinued  using 
the  area  of  the  tip  which  was  put  down  to  grass  a  few  years  ago,  and 
now  the  Town  Council  have  agreed  that  all  completed  areas  shall 
be  handed  over  to  the  Parks  Committee,  without  financial  adjust¬ 
ment.  In  this  way  Marley  will  finally  have  served  the  dual 
purpose  of  having  provided  a  disposal  point  for  the  Borough’s 
refuse  for  something  like  60  years,  and  also  providing  25  acres  of 
playing  fields. 

There  is  now  very  little  tipping  space  left  in  this  tip  and  a 
major  problem  of  the  moment  is  to  find  a  suitable  site  to  replace  it. 
Investigations  to  this  end  are  proceeding. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  in  an  industrial  town  like  Keigh¬ 
ley  a  very  large  quantity  of  trade  refuse  is  delivered  to  the  tip  by 
the  traders,  in  point  of  fact  8,016  tons.  Much  of  this  is  suitable 
for  covering  down  the  domestic  refuse,  but  charges  are  made  for 
the  disposal  of  trade  refuse  which  is  not  suitable  for  cover.  These 
charges  were  slightly  raised  on  1st  April,  1959,  and  in  the  year 
under  review  our  income  from  this  source  was  £565  as  compared 
with  £199  in  the  previous  year. 


Griffe  Fields,  Oakworth 

The  refuse  from  Oakworth,  Oldfield,  Laycock  and  Goose  Eye 
is  disposed  of  at  this  Tip,  and  although  no  permanent  tip-man  is 
kept  there,  the  tipping  is  controlled  in  6  ft.  layers,  and  the  Mechan¬ 
ical  Shovel  is  sent  there  from  Marley  as  and  when  required.  Now 
that  the  Crematorium  and  Garden  of  Remembrance  are  so  near  to 
this  Tip,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  it  being  a  nuisance. 
There  was  a  major  fire  at  this  site  during  the  summer,  which  the 
Fire  Service  was  not  able  to  control,  as  the  nearby  water  supply

is  not  very  large.  Tipping  was  at  that  time  discontinued,  and 
Denby  Hill  used  in  its  place.  Grazing  in  the  ad  joining  fields  is  let 
to  a  nearby  farmer. 


Penistone  Quarry,  Haworth 

This  Tip  is  owned  by  the  Craven  Water  Board  and  is  well  out 
on  the  moor  and  far  from  human  habitation.  It  cannot  be  called 
a  controlled  tip  and  was  on  fire  for  practically  the  whole  of  the 
year.  It  receives  much  of  the  refuse  from  Haworth  and  Oxenhope 
and  is  conveniently  situated  for  these  districts. 


Denby  Hill,  Oakworth 

This  Tip  is  privately  owned,  and  it  is  used  as  an  alternative 
to  Griffe  Fields  (if  there  is  a  fire  at  the  latter),  but  it  is  only  used 
in  the  summer  normally  as  the  approach  road  is  not  good. 

Tonnage  of  Refuse 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  for  disposal  showed  a  decrease  on  that 
of  the  previous  year,  amounting  to  642  tons.  Domestic  Refuse 
decreased  by  1 ,282  tons,  and  refuse  delivered  to  the  tip  by  traders 
increased  by  640  tons. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  observe  what  effect  the  Smoke  Control 
areas  have  on  the  weight  of  the  refuse,  when  these  areas  are 
achieved.  The  weight  of  refuse  disposed  of  at  the  tips  was  as 
follows : —

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SALVAGE 


Salvage  recovery  from  the  refuse  at  Marley  Tip  was  let  to  a 
Contractor  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  this  proved  to  be  a 
success,  the  Contractor  paying  a  fixed  weekly  sum  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion.  The  Department  continued  to  salvage  waste  paper. 

The  total  weight  of  all  salvaged  materials  was  689  tons  com¬ 
pared  with  691  tons,  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  income  of  £5,723 
shows  an  increase  of  £95. 

Waste  Paper 

There  was  no  restriction  on  the  quantity  of  waste  paper  which 
the  Mills  would  accept,  and  the  price  paid  remained  constant 
throughout  the  year,  namely  £7  10s.  Od.  per  ton  for  Mixed  Waste 
Paper,  and  £9  10s.  Od.  per  ton  for  Fibreboard  Containers.  The 
total  tonnage  sold  amounted  to  687  tons  compared  with  689  tons 
in  the  previous  year,  and  this  final  tonnage  was  far  better  than  was 
expected  at  one  time,  when  due  to  the  dispute  in  the  Printing 
Industry  our  tonnage  fell  sharply  during  July  and  August,  1959. 

One  lorry  is  employed  full  time  on  paper  collection  from  shops, 
offices  and  mills,  and  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  have  trailers 
for  the  collection  of  waste  paper  from  the  domestic  refuse. 

Materials  Salvaged 

The  tonnages  and  value  of  materials  salvaged  are  shown  in  the 
following  tables. 

Table  1  shows  in  detail  the  materials  collected  and  sold  bet¬ 
ween  1st  April,  1959  and  31st  March,  1960,  with  comparative 
figures  for  the  previous  year. 

Table  2  shows  the  annual  tonnages  and  value  of  the  main 
materials  recovered  since  the  commencement  of  salvage  operations 
in  1939.

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There  are,  in  addition,  eleven  trailers  for  the  collection  of 
Salvage.  Our  present  policy  is  to  replace  two  vehicles  in  each 
year,  and  in  that  way  to  finally  obtain  a  balanced  fleet  of  vehicles 
ranging  equally  from  new  to  ten  year  old.  It  will  be  seen  that  at 
the  moment  eight  vehicles  are  at  least  ten  years  old,  and  it  is  very 
difficult  to  keep  them  on  the  road,  as  spares  for  these  obsolete 
engines  are  very  difficult  to  obtain.  As  the  more  ancient  of  these 
vehicles  are  taken  out  of  commission,  the  intention  is  to  keep  them 
for  cannibalisation  as  spares  are  required  for  the  other  old  vehicles. 

Both  the  two  new  Refuse  Collection  vehicles  obtained  in  1959 
have  diesel  engines,  and  in  connection  with  fuel  consumption, 
both  are  giving  approximately  double  the  miles  per  gallon  com¬ 
pared  with  petrol  engines.  The  engine-life  should  also  be  greater 
than  that  of  the  petrol  engines.

There  is  still  the  need  for  adequate  depot  accommodation, 
particularly  garages  and  workshops.  Generally  speaking,  the 
fleet  has  been  fairly  well  maintained,  considering  the  difficulties 
under  which  the  work  is  carried  out,  and  the  lack  of  space.  Both 
the  workshops  and  the  paper-baling  shed  was  redecorated  with 
emulsion  paint,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Factories  Inspector. 

The  vehicles  were  involved  in  14  accidents  during  the  year 
(all  of  a  minor  character)  compared  with  16  in  the  previous  year. 
There  was  one  case  of  personal  injury  to  road  users.  13  drivers 
entered  in  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  Safe 
Driving  Competition,  and  10  were  successful  in  gaining  awards  by 
completing  the  year  without  being  involved  in  an  accident.  The 
Mayor  presented  these  awards  to  the  drivers  and  complimented 
them  on  their  fine  record. 

The  Borough  Engineer  was  offered  assistance  whenever 
snow-clearing  operations  were  in  progress,  and  on  one  occasion 
the  bulldozer  from  Marley  Tip  was  sent  to  White  Hill  (between 
Oakworth  and  Slippery  Ford)  to  clear  a  road  through  extensive 
drifts.

There  has  been  the  normal  crop  of  vandalism  in  the  unattend¬ 
ed  conveniences,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  free  washing 
facilities  at  Morton  and  at  Oxenhope.  At  one  stage  the  assistance 
of  the  Police  was  sought  at  Oxenhope,  and  the  attentions  of  the 
local  constable  reduced  the  amount  of  damage. 

Some  improvements  were  made  at  Cavendish  Street  Ladies’ 
Convenience,  and  also  at  West  Lane,  Haworth.  Approval  of  a 
scheme  for  repairing  and  repainting  practically  all  the  convenience 
in  1960  was  obtained.
